The suit filed in U. S. District 


court yesterday asked $600,000 
damages from McCarthy on two 
counts—one alleging a physical 
Attack on Pearson and the other 
based upon alleged publication by 
McCarthy of a senate speech. 


In the speech, Pearson's suit 


said, McCarthy made a "false . . . 
attack upon (Pearson's) character, 
veracity, morality, competence and 
patriotism."

prior to and on or about Dec. 12, 
1950 ... to hold plaintiff up to 
public scorn and ridicule." This, 
the suit said, was for the purpose 
of "injuring him- in the conduct of 
his business" and resulted m Pear- 
son's "contract with a certain 


^sponsor to bt cancelled and nego- 


tiations with potential sponsors to 
be terminated." Pearson sued for 
treble the • business damage he 
alleged was done to him. 


Deprived Him of Rewards 


The fourth count said the de- 


fendants created "false and un- 
favorable opinion of the plaintiff 
... depriving him of the rewards 
of the industry in his business" as 
described in the third count.

Edward K. Nellor, an employe of 
Lewis; George Waters and Don 
Surine, employes of McCarthy;

hurtled into a cornfield near the 
airport yesterday during a snow 
storm, burst into flames and was 
destroyed within minutes. It was 
the first fatal crackup in Mid-Con- 
tinent's 17 years of operation.

crash said that "nothing could 
have survived those flames. The 
ones who were thrown out were 
the only ones who lived."

Communist Police Killed in 
Border Clash With U: S. Patrol 


FRANKFURT, GERMANY—(AP)—Two Communist "people's 


police" were shot to death last night in an exchange of fire with U. S. 
army border patrolmen, German officials, said today. 
The two had 


crossed into Western Germany and were shot when they resisted 
arrest, the officials said. 


The Soviet press had a different 


version. A Moscow dispatch said 
eight American soldiers fired on 
two members of an East German 
border patrol, killed one of them, 
and then dragged the body on the 
Western side of the border to cre- 
ate the impression the dead man 
had been on the American side. 
Moscow denounced the Americans 
as "gangsters in military uni- 
form." 


The interior ministry of the 


West German stae of Hesse said 
the shooting occurred near Ober- 
sul, a small village on the west 
side of the border about 15 miles 
west of Eisenach in the Soviet- 
occupied zone. The ministry gave 
this account: 


The East Germans were on the 


American side of the border when 
they were encountered by U. S. 
military -border patrolmen. The 
East Germans were the first to 
open fire. No Americans were 
wounded in the exchange of shots. 
The number of American patrol- 
men was not known. 


American military authorities 


in nearby Hersfeld said they were 
forbidden by regulations to dis- 
cuss the incident. A spokesman 
for U. S. army's European com- 
mand headquarters in Heidelberg 
said he was checking on the re- 
port.

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Foreign Travel Club Talk Is 
Reviewed by Club Secretary

Dr. Frederick Kent, 
Normal 


school at DeKalb, who teaches, is 
a native of 'Czechoslovakia. He 
cpoke at the Foreign Travel club 
Thursday evening. 


Here's the substance of his talk: 
As happened with so many of 


the small European countries, the 
pattern of Czech history till the 
17th century was wars and re- 


ious .strife followed by periods 
progress and culture. In the 


17th century, the Czechs lost their 
independence which started 300 
years of persecution under the 
Hapsburg rule. The* end of first 
World War ushered in a period of 
20 golden years in their history. 
The Slovaks who had been down- 
trodden^ for 1,000 years now f<jrm- 
ed witlf the Czechs the country of 
Czechoslovakia. This was made 


.possible by the treaty of 'Ver- 
^iailles. President Wilson has al- 
ways been idolized by the people 
because they feel that without him 
there would have been no Czcho- 
slovakia and the happy 20 years 
of peace and progress between the 
two world wars. 


Drew Up Constitution 


In 1919 the country drew up 


their fir§t constitution with the 
American 
constitution as their 


C 


ide. There was state capitaliza- 
n but with the state holding 


only the small amount of power 
necessary. The country had four 
classes of people; the clergy, the 
professional, the trades people and 
the peasant class, with the finest 
people feeling it their duty to go 
into politics. 
The 
government 


broke up the power of the aristo- 
cratic land-holders, buying up their 
land with the exception of 600 
acres they might want to keep, 


J Cind re-selling small parcels of it 


to the peasants for a small price. 


On High Plane 


Education was on-a high plane, 


the center of which was Charles 
university, dating back-to the 4th 
century A.D. Every student having 
an above-C-average was educated 
by the state and this included the 
peasants. However, much educa- 
tion was delegated to the father 
in the home, which was a closely- 


it group due to lack of transpor- 


tation facilities. Teachers could 
travel for two months every three 
-years on government fellowships 
•and they traveled all over the 
world, bringing back the best 
ideas from each country. 


In the field of the arts, philhar- 


monic concerts, the ballet, poetry, 
painting and sculpture each play- 
ed a part in waking up the nation 
to "its independent past." There 


'^•ere 23 legitimate 
theaters in 


Prague, a city of less than a mil- 
lion people. They operate 12 months 
of the year in contrast to the few 
theaters in a city like Chicago, 
open only in season. The price of 
a front row seat was $1.00 in our 
money with balcony, seats 25 cents. 
Special concerts for children cost 
only 10 cents. 


Religions Change 


Their religious life in 300 years 


•jad changed from Protestant to 


more than 80 per cent Catholic, 
although there was «. great feeling 
..of religious tolerance. 
For j in- 


stance, Dr. Kent said his mother 
and sister were Catholic and he 
and his father Protestant but they 
went to each other's church on 
alternate Sundays. 


The Czechoslovakians had a 


'form of socialized medicine they 
considered superior to England's, 


many Czech factories were 


large and modern, their huge shoe 
factories which shipped shoes all 
over the world being larger than 


, any in America. 


Not Compulsory 


The employee paid 2}i per cent 


and the employer 2% per cent but 
this was not compulsory. There 
were six kinds of health insurance; 
disability, accident, "sickness (m- 


dentist and x-ray), old-age 


"pension and burial insurance. All 
dependents in the family were in- 
sured and the could choose any 
Doctor they wished. However, the 
modern hospitals and the many 
beautiful sanitoriums were under 
jurisdiction of the medical pro- 
fession alone. 


Came Crisis 


In 1938 came the Munich crisis. 


' The Versailles treaty failed and 


France and other countries left 
them alone to face the • loss of 
their woods and mountains. On the 
15th of March, 1939, Hitler's tanks 
rolled into Prague, tile beginning 
of five and one-half years of war. 
On the 28th of October, the Czech 
fourth of July, thousands of stu- 
dents marched in a mass demon- 
stration against their oppressors. 
As a result of this, thousands of 
17 and 18 year old boys were sent 
to forced labor in the 
worst- 


bombed factories. 120,000 people 
died in gas chambers. The tragedy 
of the town of Lidice, in memory 
of which a small community near 
Joliet was named, was but one 
example of the cruelties inflicted 
by the Germans. After shooting 
every man over 15 and taking all 
the women and children to prison, 
they sent in big tractors leveling 
the town completely till not one 
brick was left standing on another. 
All sources of raw materials, for- 
ests, mines, etc., were very de- 
pleted 
and all their 
factories 


bombed. 


Russians Come 


Finally, with the war nearing its 


end and the Czechoslovakians ex- 
pecting the Americans to liberate 
them and after practicing the 
American national anthem and 
digging up long-buried American 
flags, the Russians were sent in- 
stead. They posed as the country's 
savior, but when they withdrew in 
three months they left scores of 
Red-trained Czechs in top posi- 
tions such as minister of defense, 
agriculture, .finance and education. 
Out of a misplaced feeling of 
thankfulness to the nobel Russians 
who liberated them and promised 
them a good life, the vote in 1946 
was 38 per cent Communist. 


Suddenly on the 25th of Feb., 


1948, machine guns bristled on 
every corner and the Czech democ- 
racy was lost a second time and 
their independence a third time. 
The Russians then began their 
dirty work. Twenty per cent of all 
factory workers were so-called 
factory militia. They wore arm 
bands and carried rifles and gre- 
nades to protect the workers from 
American and French attacks by 
air, they said. 


Liquidate Private Enterprise 
In 1950, they underhandely be- 


gan to liquidate all private enter- 
prise factories, faced with a short- 
age of materials they could not 
understand had to let more >and 
more help go, until finally they 
were forced to nationalize them. 
And a shoemaker, for instance, 
required to go to a government 
agency for materials for his shop 
em-ploying four people, kept being 
cut down on his allotment, first 
enough for three workers, then 
two, then one, until he was forced 
to close down altogether. A man 
allowed a minimum of a 50 acre 
farm was made to sell his machin- 
ery to a center in the town, found 
he could not operate it with the 
old-fashioned hand tools and so 
had no alternative but to join the 
National Association of Farmers 
to survive. 


Swarm to U. S. Zone 


Dr. Kent said 80 per cent of the 


country is occupied by the Rus- 
sians and 20 per cent by Ameri- 
cans and that thousands of Czechs 
are swarming into the American 
zone. He said people would eat 
potato peelings to get back xvhat 
they lost. He told of their culture 
too, being changed into a weapon 
of Communism. In spite of the 
fact that American films consist 
of pictures of lynchings, gang 
murders and strikes pasted to- 
gether, the people flock to look at 
them. To stop this, 100 detectives 
are sent to the theater and every- 
one who stamps or cheers is 
arrested and sent away. 


Agents go to the schools espe- 


cially to get the little children to 
talk and when they do they and 
their families make more fodder 
for concentration camps. The par- 
ents try to tell the children what is 
right and so there is a constant 
struggle for the soul of the child. 
There is a large -camp 30 miles 
from th6 American zone with a 
rich uranium ^tnine which 
the 


Russians took as thanks for "liber- 
ating the country."' There is a 
circle of 10 people with a com- 
munist trained leader and that 
leader belongs to another ring of

Check Conversations 


Two Red officers will go up to 


two people walking together on 
the street, each taking one aside 
to ask them what they were talk- 
ing about. If the two don't agree 
they are dragged away to a con- 
centration camp. To prevent this, 
people decide beforehand what to 
say if they are stopped. 


Listening to Voice of America 


or foreign broadcasts is prohibited 
and owners of sets must affix tags 
to their dials saying the penalty 
for listening is death. 


In spite of this housewives cover 


their radios with layers of thick 
quilts. Someone has to get under 
these to listen because agents are 
around everywhere with sound de- 
tectors so strong they can pick 
up any noise even on the third 
floor. 


Great Unrest 


There is a great unrest too in 


Poland and even in Russia. Tito 
also has strong forces ready but 
not strong enough to strike alone. 
Everywhere people in Europe are 
waiting for an uprising. Dr. Kent 
said it will be worth the suffering 
of his people if it can serve as an 
example to show the free world 
what happens to a weak country 


under Communisip. They are look- 
ing to America but even here free- 
dom is endangered because the 
world has become so small. Rus- 
sia wants to disintegrate Europe 
and bring America into an iso- 
lated position. They want the At- 
lantic'Pact broken up and Ameri- 
ca cut off from her trade relations 
with the rest of the world. There 
is danger also that Spain might 
influence South American dicta- 
torship and that Portugal might 
influence 
Brazil. 
Mexico, 
too, 


might begin to boil as there is no 
middle class' there and the country 
is ripe^for communism. According 
to the'FBI there are more than 
one-half a, million Reds in our own 
country. 
> 


Face Dllentma " 


' Dr. Kent also said that no-one 
knows whether Russia has decided 
to deal with her internal troubles 
first, of which she has many, or 
to strike while the iron is hot and 
Europe's defense, as well as pur 
own, 
is weak. 


Asked what he thought Ameri- 


cans could do to help, Dr. Kent ad- 
vised us to "heal the inflamations 
of slums, lynching, and color and 
class distinctions from our nation- 
al body." He said we must have a 
strong navy and air force and that 
Europe and America must help 
each other to keep communism 
from engulfing the world.

The St. Lawrence waterway and power project, debated periodically in Congress since before the 
turn of the century, is once more the subject of House committee hearings, where a parade of high- 
ranking Administration officials has given it their support. This time the project—highlights of which 
are spotlighted below—is given a fair chance for Congressional approval because of its importance 
to national defense. The need of Midwest steel mills for new supplies of iron ore from the great 
Quebec-Labrador fields is perhaps the most pressing argument in its favor. Another is that Canada 
is prepared to build the seaway alone over an all-Canada route if the U.S. doesn't act this year, IB 
which case U.S. shippers might pay most of the bill through toll charges. Cost of the project, esti- 


mated at $429 million ten years ago, has now been inflated to almost one billion dollars. 


Here Are Opinions of Congress 
And Military on 18-Year Draft 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Con- 


gress is getting down to cases on 
the problem of drafting 18-year- 
olds and changing the present 
draft law. 


The senate right now is debat- 


ing a bill to do just that. The 
vote on it may come next week. 


Meanwhile, the .house 
armed 


services committee 
is 
holding 


hearings on a somewhat similar 
bill. 
And full house debate and 


vote may soon follow. 


All this has been preceded by 


many weeks of arguments. Mili- 
.ary leaders urged some changes 
R the law, particularly to let 
them draft the 18-ers. 


Briefly, under present law, only 


men 19 through 25, who are non- 
I'eterans and without dependents, 
can be drafted for 21 months' mili- 
.ary service.

Waking Up at Last 


The British have made a very bold decision. They have 


agreed with American officials that "small incursions" by 
United Nations troops over the 38th parallel in Korea will be 
permissible, at the discretion of General MacArthur. 


This means that should the general want to send any 


force from a patrol up to perhaps a platoon to explore or raid 
enemy positions, he may dp so. The British acknowledge that 
whether to do this or not is a matter for military, not politi- 
cal, judgment. 
Thus for the first time., hi many a month, the British 


have taken a step which suggests they may be something less 
than totally embarrassed and chagrined at the UN's persist- 
ent efforts to penalize Communist aggression. 


It's a minor triumph, to be sure. It won't have any last- 


ing meaning until the British recognize that the UN forces 
are in Korea to whip the enemy—if that is possible. Failing 
that, they are there to prevent him from winning. 


Certainly they are not there as a prelude to a "settle- 


ment" which would give to the North Koreans and the Chi- 
nese what the^ would have attained had the UN never 
stepped in to balk their aggression. 


How far the UN armies shall go northward in pursuit 


of their military aim to crush the enemy is fundamentally 
a military decision. The British now have one eye slightly 
open to this reality. The free world will be waiting to see 
if they can wake up completely.

Official Way to Pick Up Pile 


By OSWALD JACOBT 


Canasta players are an inge- 


nious tribe, and they have invented 
many strange new rules that have 
no 
official 
standing 
whatever. 


Most of these were discussed by 
the American and Argentine com- 
missions that recently brought out 
a. new code of laws for the game. 


One rule that we decided not to 


change had to do with taking dis- 
card pile for a meld. For example, 
suppose that your side has made 
the initial meld a long time ago 
and that the player at your right 
eventually discards a jack. You 
have, among other cards, only one 
jack and a wild card. Are you 
allowed to take the pile? 


According to the official law— 


yes, indeed. You put down your 
jack and the wild card, and then 
you add the jack from the discard 
pile, completing the meld. This 
entitles you to pick up the rest of 
the pile. 


Some players follow a different 


(and quite unofficial) rule. They 
say that you always need two 
natural matching cards to take the 
pile. In the example just given, 
you would need two jacks. They 
never allow a player to take the 
pile with just one matching card 
and a wild card. 


All of the American and Argen- 


tine authorities agreed that this 
is a very poor suggestion. It's 
risky enough to freeze the pack 
with the laws the way they are. If 
players always needed a natural 
pair to take "the pile, there would 


be very little point in freezing. It 
would spoil a very Important part 
of the game to eliminate the wea- 
pon of the freeze. 


In short, we've left the rule the 


way it always has been. After the 
initial meld has been made (at a 
previous turn) you are allowed to 
take an unfrozen pile with one 
matching card and a wild card. 


» 
* * 


This brings me to another ques- 


tion that is frequently asked. Just 
when are you allowed to take the 
pile with one matching card and a 
wild card? For exam-pie, suppose 
it is the first hand of a game. Can 
you put down three aces from your 
hand and then, on the same play, 
take the pile with one matching 
card and wild card? 


No. This play is not legal and 


never has been. You are allowed to 
take the discard pile with one 
matching card and a wild card 
only if the initial meld has been 
made by your side at some previ- 
ous turn to play. If you want to 
take the discard pile at the same 
turn in which you make the initial 
meld you must be able to put 
down a pair of natural cards that 
match the top discard.

The Doctor Answers 


Surgery Is Usually Best 
For Treating a Hernia 
* 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


There still seem to be a good 


many people who are somewhat 
onfused about hernias or rup- 
ures, what they are and what to 
lo for them. Correspondents have 
written in to ask what hernia is, 
whether someone is too old to 
have an operation, how a double 
lernia should be handled, 
and 


what should be done if a hernia 
omes back if it has been operated 
i once. 
Of course each person with a 


hernia is a little different and 
there may be exceptions to every 
rule, but in general it is not hard 
o answer most of the questions 
>n this subject First hernia and 
rupture are merely two names for 
the same thing. The skin, and 
sarticularly the muscles 
under- 


neath, are principally responsible 
'or keeping the rest of our anat- 
omy where it belongs. 


Inside the abdomen in particu- 


ar, however, there are a number 
of organs and structures which 
keep pressing on this outer cover. 
The pressure inside is increased 
>y muscular exertion such aa lift- 
ing a piano or coughing. 


Also there 
are 
some / spots 


around the covering of the abdo- 
men which are weaker than oth- 
ers—and this is especially true of 
men. It is at these spots that 
the wall may give way ,and the 
contents of the abdomen tend to 
julge through forming a rupture. 


That's really all a hernia Is, a 


bulging through the surrounding 
wall of some of the structures 
which lie within a cavity. For a 


rt* 


person not engaged in heavy man- 
ual labor the rupture may not 
cause any trouble, though there is 
always the risk that it will some 
day come out -farther and get 
strangled or develop some other 
complication. 
But treatment is 


usually wise and unless there are 
good reasons to the contrary, 
gery is best A truss or suppo: 
does not cure, and injection treat- 
ment has been, almost completely 
abandoned. The operation can be 
done at. almost any age without 
special risk, but one has to decide 
whether the occupation of the pa- 
tient, size of the 
rupture, 
and 


other considerations 
justify the 


period of invalidism and the ex- 
pense. 
DOUBLE TROUBLE 
£ 


All that a double hernia mean* 


is that the wall has given way on 
both sides so that there is a rup- 
ture in each place. Operation iB 
the same (though it takes .twice 
as long) and surgeons often repair 
both at the same time. 


The final question fortunately 


does not come up as often now as 
it did in the past No operation 
is always successful and occasion- 
ally the rupture breaks through^ 
again. If it does, which is un- 
common today, it will have to be 
operated on again if one desires 
a permanent result.

With- 
in three generations, 80% of our 
total population will come from 
the rural areas, so we have re- 
sponsibilities to our rural youth. 
Remember, that 4-H is a volun- 
tary thing, and that children do 
their jobs in a natural environ- 
ment. 


Members 
of 4-H Clubs 
are 


young people between 10 and 20 


in farming and home-making, as 
well as community activities. The 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, the University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture and 
the County Farm and Home Bu- 
reaus all help to sponsor 4-H Club 
work. A 4-H club must have at 
least 5 members and a local leader, 
and it meets at least six times a 
year. These are basic minimum 
requirements, which many people 
do not find sufficient to carry on 
a vital program, so hi Lee County 
most clubs hold 8-10 meetings and 
have an average of 10-12 mem- 
bers. Democratic practices are 
followed in the club meetings. 
Members elect their own officers, 
and everybody takes part in plan- 
ning the club's work and other 
activities. Each program includes 
talks and demonstrations on good 
methods of homemaking, and ends 
with games or other kinds of rec- 
reation. 


There are five things a club 


member is expected to do: 


1. Enroll in at leaet one project 


and finish the minimum require- 
ments of it 


2. Keep an accurate record of 


your project and club activities 
in your record "book. 


3. Attend local and county club 


meetings, and when possible dis- 
trict and state meetings. 


4. Appear on the local 4-H pro- 


gram when asked to., do so. You 
should make at least one talk or 
give a demonstration each year. 
This allows the club to have good 
programs. 


5. Exhibit your project at the 


local achievement and 
county 


achievement programs. 


Any young person interested in 


joining a 4-H club should contact 
a present member, a leader or the 
county home adviser's office, or 
watch your newspaper for various 
club's organization dates.

RFC Testimony Contains Lies 
Committee Chairman Charges 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—"I have 


never heard so much lying in my 
life." That was Sen. Pulbnght's 
assessment today of some of the 
testimony in a senate probe of 
RFC lending policies. 


The Arkansas Democrat who 


heads the investigating subcom- 
mittee declined to specify which 
statements he 
considered 
false 


among the welter of charges and 
denials by a score of witnesses. 


But he said scrutiny of the 


record might reveal the need for 
a "general investigation of the 
moral level of our government." 


The committee has charged that 


political influence and personal 
pressure tipped the scales in the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion's 
consideration 
of 
several 


multi-million dollar loans. 


RFC Yielded 


Fulbright told reporters today 


that although the record of the 
committee hearing is "full of 
perjury," it 
has 
"shown con- 


clusively" that RFC yielded im- 
properly to outside pressures. 


It also demonstrated that the 


senate banking subcommittee con- 
ducting the inquiry "did not make 
an 
asmme 
report," 
Fulbright 


added. 
This was an allusion to 


President Truman's news confer- 
ence description of a report the 
committee filed with the senate 
iast month. 


Mr. Truman hung the asinine 


tag on the report which linked 


White House aide Donald Dawson 
and E. Merl Young, husband of a 
White House stenographer, with a 
group the committee accused of 
wielding improper influence over 
RFC. 


Served Purpose 


Fulbright said the committee 


has now "served its purpose" and 
should wind up its inquiry by next 
Fi iday. "1 don t propose to spend 
the rest of life on this cock-eyed 
thing," he added. 


Despite pressure 
from 
some 


committee members for wider 
exploration of some of the testi- 
mony received, the chairman in- 
sisted further investigations were 
outside the authorized scope of 
the group and should be handled 
by some other appropriate com- 
mittee. 


Tax "Jobbing" 


Among other things, Fulbright 


said, the inquiry has uncovered 
evidence of income tax practices 
which senate or house taxation 
committees should examine. Some 
of these, he said, amount to "the 
jobbing of tax exemptions." 


"There is a clear distinction be- 


tween something being improper 
and its being illegal," he said, "and 
we are not charging law viola- 
tion." 
He 
suggested, Jiowex'er, 


that congress might be wise to 
overhaul the income tax and some 
other laws to stop the practices 
his 
committee considered 
im- 


proper.

It's bound to shock a lot of 


people to learn from the U. S. 
senate crime investigation com- 
mittee that the dread Mafia, or 
"Black Hand" society, is operating 
on a nationwide scale and is "the 
adhesive between the major crime 
! syndicates " 


The Black Hand is a 
secret 


organisation which^ works under 
cloak of darkness. 
Its deeds of 


terrorism have been all too real, 
but its organization 
has 
been 


nebulous to the general public. 


As a matter of fact the details 


of the Mafia have been an enigma 
to its own membership. It has 
been organized in units, on the 
basis of the left hand not know- 
ing what the nght hand was doing. 


Started in Sicily 


The Mafia was born in Sicily 


in the Napoleonic era. Because of 
lawlessness, big landowners placed 
their estates in charge of toughs 
who had almost despotic power 
over the peasants and terorrized 
them. 


The toughs of 
the 
various 


estates organized, and became so 
strong that they dominated the 
land 
owners. 
Gradually 
these 


toughs developed into 
bands of 


outlaws who made their own laws 
and carried out their own ^dicts, 
including death sentences. 
These 


were the foundation of the Mafia. 


Then It Spread 


As the Mafia grew in power it 


spread to other countries. It was 
introduced into America 
about 


1860 and developed until it pro- 
duced an event which shocked the 
whole country. 


In 1890 David Hennessy, chief 


of police in New 
Orleans, 
was 


murdered and legal inquiry pinned 
the crime on the Mafia. 
This 


killing was an act of revenge 
growing out of warfare between 
two gangs, one of which was 
Mafia. 
Stern

brought about revenge against
